Washington, Dec. 4.—The excitement 
and confusion attending the opening ses­ 
sion of the house had almost entirely 
vanished when that body met yester­ 
day. The crowds in the galleries had 
thinned out, the flowers had disap­ 
peared, members lolled and chatted 
easily in their revolving chairs, and the 
house assumed something like a normal 
appearance.

PECKHAM IS NOMINATED. 


New York M en to B e A u o cla te Justice 
o f Suprem e Coart. 
Washington, Dec. 4.—The President 
has nominated Rufus W. Peckham, of 
New York, to be associate justice of the 
United States supreme court, to suc­ 
ceed the late Howell E. Jackson, of 
Tennessee. Judge Peckham is a resi­ 
dent of Albany and judge of the court of 
appeals of New York. It is believed he 
will be satisfactory to Senator Hill, 
whose opposition was successful in pre­ 
venting the confirmation of Messrs. 
Hornblower and Wheeler Peckham, the 
two New Yorkers whose names were 
sent in by President Cleveland for the 
supreme court justiceship, now held by 
Justice White of Louisiana. The Presi­ 
dent also nominated Richard Olney to 
be secretary of state and Judson Har­ 
mon attorney general.

Immense Conflagration at Indianapolis 
— Four Fireman Fatally Injured— 
Loss Nearly Half a Million Dollars 
—Blazes at New York and Other 
Cities. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 4.—One OI 
the most destructive fires that ever vis­ 
ited the wholesale district of this city 
occurred early yesterday morning, when 
four firemen were seriously 
injured, 
one probably fatally, and five promi­ 
nent business firms were burned out, 
entailing a loss of $50,000, which is only 
partially covered by insurance, 
injured: 
Frank Arnett, badly injured by fall­ 
ing wall. 
Patrick Murphy, struck by 
falling 
cornice, badly injured. 
Frank Sloan, leg and jaw broken and 
body badly bruised; may die. 
Warren Sloan, badly injured by fall­ 
ing wall. 
An incident of the fire that nearly re­ 
sulted in death to three firemen and 
which will probably cause the death of 
a fourth, occurred while they were pour­ 
ing a stream on the walls of Ward’s 
drug store. 
Frank L. Sloan, Warren 
Sloan and Frank Arnett were in the 
alley heading a nozzle when an ex­ 
clamation from the bystanders attract­ 
ed their attention. 
Looking up they 
saw the wall toppling and a moment 
later it came down with a crash. War- ! 
ren Sloan and Arnett were struck by 
the flying bricks and both men were 
badly hurt. Frank Sloan did not see 
the toppling wall and was buried to 
his hips in the debris and when rescued 
waB found to be badly crushed, one leg 
and his jaw being broken and his body 
covered with bruises. He was taken to 
the hospital, where it was found that 
he was suffering from internal injuries. 
He may die. Patrick Murphy, another 
fireman, was struck by a falling cornic* 
and was badly hurt, suffering a broken 
shoulder and other injuries. 
The fire began in the wholesale gro­ 
cery store of Schnull & Co., Nos. 58 to 
68 South Meridian street. At 8:30 
o’clock the third floor of the building

The firemen rushed in, but could see 
no one, although they heard the cries 
of the imprisoned men.
